START CANNING 
OF’34 PEA CROP 


Burgoon and Yingling Com­ 
pany Kmploves 35 to Turn 
Out 20,000 Cases. 


W ith the prospects of a larger 
yield of peas this year than last, 
the Burgoon and Yingling Canning 
company, 
of 
Gettysburg, 
started 
canning this year's crop of peas on 
Thursday with a force of 35 em ­ 
ployes. 
Not only is the yield larger this 
year but the price also has ad­ 
vanced. according to J. I. Burgoon. 
m anager'of the Gettysburg cannery. 
This year the local company is pay­ 
ing farmers $51.51 per ton for shell­ 
ed peas, while in 1933 the price was 
$45. 
Mr. Burgoon said today ho ex­ 
pects to finish canning 
peas 
in 
about two weeks’ time and to fol­ 
low' with canning of beans and to­ 
matoes. 
The peas supplying the local com­ 
pany are grown In Adams county 
and Carroll county, in Maryland, 
and are taken from an area cover­ 
ing 150 acres. The output Is expect­ 
ed to reach 20.000 cases, most of 
which will be marketed In the m et­ 
ropolitan Astricts, especially in New' 
York city.

The president of the American 
federation of labor offered what 
he termed "a counter proposal" to 
the revised Wagner labor control 
bill submitted to the industry by 
President Roosevelt in a move to 
avert the strike.

He proposed that

T 
H IS brain of ours was given to each of us to use to the utm ost in 
an individual way. 
I t was never m eant th a t we should accept the 
opinions of others, or the conclusions of others, unless our own knowl­ 
edge and experience should suggest to our own m inds th e justness and 
tru th of those opinions or conclusions. 
It is a m ark of courage to stand up for one’s own convictions—also 
it’s a compliment to the C reator of one’s brain when convictions are hon­ 
estly asserted. 
Instead of getting out of patience with the one who disagrees with us, 
we should honor th a t one’s independent m anner of thinking. 
We should 
learn from the one who disagrees with us—and th a t one should learn 
from us. No one has ever learned all about anything. T he thousands of 
new books published each year should tell us a great deal about ourselves. 
For some tim e I have been much interested by th e essays of M on­ 
taigne. He was born in 1533—and yet there is nothing particularly new 
in w hat he writes about. 
He merely drew from life and expressed his 
own convictions and conclusions—but he did it in a m ost interesting fash­ 
ion. 
He was an independent thinker and as such he is read by large 
num bers today, and probably will be read for more centuries to come. 
The essays of C harles Lamb are likewise m ost interesting and Instruc­ 
tive. He, too, was an independent thinker, though one w ith a delightful­ 
ly whimsical touch to all th a t he wrote. T here is a tenderness to m uch 
of his writings th at is entirely lacking in M ontaigne. 
Emerson expressed him self boldly and independently. His essays are 
inspiring and there was about the m an a very lovable side, though few 
leally knew him intim ately. 
He had great courage, however, and dared 
to say w hat he thought. 
If any belief is worth having at all, it is w orth defending. There is 
probably no finality to anything which we think. Ideas are forever chang­ 
ing. B ut this very fact emphasizes the im portance of having ideas and 
using them ! 
By reading the w ritings of independent thinkers we are helped to 
think independently for ourselves.
